those rodents are not satisfied 
with just the dump area, but 
are invading the homes and 
businesses of Rushville. 
The dump is also a breeding 
ground for flies and mosquitoes. 
Pools of stagnant water are 
hatching generation after gen­ 
eration of mosquitoes. 
Tons of garbage and refuse 
being dumped every week not 
only supports and shelters these 
pests, but actually provide the 
elements necessary for a fan­ 
tastically 
rapid 
multiplication 
rate. 
The very location of the dump 
is responsible for water pollu­ 
tion. The dump is located on 
a flood plain, and each year 
much of this debris is carried 
away by Flat Rock River. 
Even though Mayor Gibson 
has ordered the open burning 
stepped, fires are still frequently 
started at the dump. 
Open burning has been illeg­ 
al since December, 1969. This 
dump is significantly contribut­ 
ing to the air and water pollu­ 
tion found in Rush County. 
As of January 1, 1971, it be­ 
came illegal to operate an open 
dump in the state of Indiana. 
The dumping problem in Rush 
County has not improved since 
then but has actually gotten 
much worse. 
Every person in Rush County 
is responsible for this situation. 
While the Rushville dump is 
our major problem, it is by no 
means the only problem site. 
There is illegal dumping taking 
place in every township of our 
county. 
There is a solution to this 
problem, but first the city and 
county people must unite and 
demand that a sanitary collec­ 
tion and disposal system be es­ 
tablished. 
Let’s try to get something 
done before we must endure the 
humiliation and expense of be­ 
ing forced to1 do something by 
the state government.

Newspaper Case To Go Before 
Full 7-Judge Appeals Court 


NEW YORK (AP) — A hear­ 
ing ,on the government’s claim 
that the New York Times 
should be barred from further 
publication of a secret Penta­ 
gon study of the Vietnam war 
was postponed today to allow 
the case to go before a full sev­ 
en-judge panel of the 2nd U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals on 
Tuesday. 
The government, which was 
defeated in its move to' stop 
further Times publication in a 
lower court, had been sched­ 
uled to' go before a three-man 
appeals panel this morning. 
In Washington, meanwhile, 
the government argued in U.S. 
District Court that documents 
from the Pentagon study used 
by the Washington Post in as­ 
sembling its stories contain in­ 
formation .about current oper­ 
ational plans in the war. 
Both the Times and the Post 
remained under restraints not 
to publish articles about the 
study pending outcome of the 
court actions. Prior to the gov­ 
ernments efforts to stop publi­ 
cation, the times published 
three installments from the 
study and the Post two. 
Deciding to bring the Times 
case before the full Court of 
Appeals, Chief Judge Henry J. 
Friendly said: 
“This case raises a question 
of such extraordinary impor­ 
tance that it should be heard by 
all the judges.” 
The Washington, testimony 
concerning current sensitivity 
of the Pentagon documents was 
given by Dennis Doolin, deputy 
assistant secretary of defense 
for international security af­ 
fairs.

Soviet Spaee 
Expert Defects 
To England

LONDON (AP) — British se­ 
curity chiefs kept Soviet space 
scientist Anatol Fedosseiev un­ 
der wraps today as newspaper 
commentators speculated on 
the likely effects of his defec­ 
tion. 
The Home Office announced 
Sunday that the 52-year-old sci­ 
entist was in Britain and “has 
been given permission to stay.” 
Unofficial sources said he was 
a deputy minister in charge of 
space research and the brains 
behind the Soviet Union’s Soyuz 
space station and Luna moon 
programs, and apparently the 
most important Soviet defector 
since World War II. 
Fedosseiev disappeared three 
weeks ago while attending the 
Paris Air Show as deputy head 
of the Soviet delegation. Unoffi­ 
cial sources said he spent some 
of the intervening time in Brus­ 
sels, headquarters of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
Some British newspapers said 
the defector was holed up on a 
London suburb with an English 
woman he had met in Moscow. 
Others said he had previous 
contacts with British aerospace 
experts 
and probably 
with 
members of the four American 
space delegations that visited 
the Soviet Union in the past 
year. 
Kenneth Gaitland, vice presi­ 
dent of the British Inter­ 
planetary Society, thought the 
defection might hamper future 
Soviet-American cooperation in 
space, including plans for joint 
space 
rescue 
arrangements. 
But a 20-man Soviet team ar­ 
rived in Houston, Tex., Sunday 
night to open discussions with 
American space experts on 
common spaceship docking sys­ 
tems, and officials of the U.S. 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration said they could 
not see how the defection would 
affect the talks. % 
Peter Fairley, science corre­ 
spondent of Britain’s Indepen­ 
dent Television network, said 
Fedosseiev’s value to the West 
may lie less in his scientific 
knowledge than in his familiar­ 
ity with Soviet space and de­ 
fense planning. 
Fairley argued that technical­ 
ly U.S. space scientists already 
know more than their Soviet 
counter parts. But he said Fe­ 
dosseiev could have invaluable 
information on the timing of 
any Soviet plans to put men on 
the moon and Mars and on the 
thinking behind Soviet missile 
and antimissile systems. 
Another vital question for the 
West is whether the Salute 
space laboratory now circling 
the earth with three cosmo­ 
nauts aboard or the Cosmos 
series of unmanned Soviet sat­ 
ellites can detect Polaris sub­ 
marines at sea.

and, to a limited extent, Wil­ 
liam J. Brennan Jr.

15-year-old boys had sought 
jury trials when brought up on 
delinquency charges. In Hyde 
County, N.C., similar claims, 
were asserted by 46 black 
youths arrested during demon­ 
strations. 
Blackmun said juvenile cou^ 
proceedings are not criminal 
prosecutions within the mean­ 
ing of the Sixth Amendment, 
which guarantees jury trials. 
He said the states must he left 
considerable leeway to judge 
juveniles, so long as “funda­ 
mental fairness” is observed. 
Blatkmun noted that a presi­ 
dential task force reported in 
1967 that juvenile courts have 
severe problema. But despite 
this, he said, the court could 
not take “the easy way” with a 
flat holding that all rights as­ 
sured for an accused adult are 
to be imposed upon juvenile 
proceedings. 
“The juvenile concept held 
high promise,” he wrote. “We 
are relucía it to say that, des­ 
pite disappointments of grave 
dimensions, it still docs not 
hold promise.” 
Twenty-nine states and the 
District of Columbia bar jury 
trials in juvenile proceedings 
by state laws. In another five 
states there are no juvenile 
jury trials by virtue of court 
rulings. In 10 other states, jury 
trials are possible under cer­ 
tain circumstances. 
Justice Douglas, for the dis­ 
senters, said courts and law en­ 
forcement officials sometimes

not 
as 
delinquents but as criminals. 
Since the states use juvenile 
proceedings to prosecute youths 
for crime and to confine them 
the juvenile is entitled, to toe 
same procedural protection as 
an adult, he wrote.

Third round leader Jim Si­ 
mons, the 21-year-old amateur 
from Butler, Pa., who led after 
three rounds, buckled under the 
intense pressure, double bogey- 
ing the final hole and winding 


up with a six over par 76, lied 
for sixth place. 
The 
Frankenstein 
monster 
creation by Nicklaus was at­ 
tested to by Trevino after he 
shot a one under par 69 Sunday 
to come from four strokes off 
the 54-hole pace to a tie and 
playoff. They will playoff start­ 
ing at 1:45 p.m. EOT today. 
Trevino told of how Nicklaus 
gave 
him 
words of encour­ 
agement last February. “And

unbelievable 
since,”

The Princess Margaret Rose Hospital 
. is a one story hospital with wooden 
■ floors, many youthful patients, and win- 
■ dows everywhere. The patients see flower 
! beds from every window. On sunny days, 
! the beds are wheeled out on a wide ver- 
1 anda for sun and fresh air. Sun and 
fresh air are a meaningful ritual in Scot­ 
land. 
The patients come for orthopedic and 
bone corrective surgery. They may stay 
several weeks or months. The children’s 
wards are happy wards. Children com­ 
municate well with each other. 
Corrective surgery for arthritis is done 
in a different part of the hospital. One 
slight gentleman in his eighties had had 
knee surgery but he had his harmonica. 
W ith this he could not only make the 
walls resound with music, but he could 
get every foot in the room tapping! Ex­ 
cellent therapy for unused muscles. He 
played the Scotch folk songs, the High­ 
land fling, and could chord and play to 
im itate the bagpipe. He enjoyed being 
asked to play and was still playing as we 
hurried on. 
The roommate saw hip replacement 
surgery done by Mr. Saville. The hip 
joint and socket'was replaced by plastic. 
A visiting medical doctor from El Salva­ 
dor also observed the operation. The op­ 
eration took one and a half hours to do, 
and weight bearing was promised in two 
weeks. Artificial knees, elbow joints, and 
parts of hands were being replaced at 
the hospital. 
Surgery at the hospital is scheduled 
early in the morning then at 10 a.m. the 
doctors, residents, and fellows stop for 
coffee in the lounge. They have tea to­ 
gether at 4 p.m. The discipline at the 
hospital is strict. For the fellows there 
are many week ends and 24 hour stays at 
the hospital, but the surgeons are world 
famous. (Incidentally, physicians in gen­ 
eral practice are called doctors, surgeons 
and specialists are called m ister). 
A six month’s Fellowship in this hos­ 
pital in such surroundings is a very 
broadening experience to any Hoosier . . . 
particularly when that Hoosier has spe­ 
cialized in Hoosierese in the Rushville 
School system, Indiana University, and 
the I. U. Med Center. 
England and Scotland have a form of 
socialized medicine that has been in op­ 
eration for twenty one years. Medical 
^are, 
hospitalization, 
medicines, 
eye 
glasses, hearing aids, are all included in 
the package offered bv the government. 
In order to improve the quality of the 
care, some revisions may be made. At the 
present time, the medical profession is 
divided into three groups: specialists, 
public health officers, and those in pri­ 
vate practice. There is only token coop­ 
eration between the three groups. 
The Royal Society of Health was 
founded in 1876. It held its 78th Health 
Congress in Eastbourne in April. The 
agenda concentrated on pollution, com­ 
munity health problems, preventative 
medicine, and 
environmental 
health. 
Over 3,200 enrolled for the Congress and 
delegates came from countries in various 
parts of the world. 
The first lecturer in the Executive 
Councils Service Session was given by 
Michael Cooper, M. A., on “How to pay 
for the National Health Service.” He 
questioned whether the present system 
had failed and suggested an alternate 
plan with the government paying only

“In sev­ 
eral cases, thieves have en­ 
tered a place and not found any 
stamps because they have been 
removed and put in a vault.”

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Mississippi Schools Now More 
Integrated Than Many In North

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mis­ 
sissippi schools, the nation’s 
most segregated two years ago, 
are now more integrated than 
those of California, Illinois, 
Michigan, 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Wisconsin. 
The startling turnabout in 
Mississippi, disclosed Thursday 
in the government’s latest in­ 
tegration statistics, dramatizes 
the South’s emergence as the 
national leader in school deseg­ 
regation. The shift concurred 
with worsening racial isolation 
in most big-city Northern dis­ 
tricts. 
The 'South’s jump from 18- 
per-cent to 39-per-cent deseg­ 
regation of elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools between 1968 
and 1970 was almost solely re­ 
sponsible for the nationwide in­ 
crease from 23 to 33 per cent. 
The South accounted for 690,- 
000 of the 756,000 increase in 
blacks 
attending 
integrated 
schools across the country over 
the two years. 
Trailing the 11 Deep South 
states were the six border 
states at 32 per cent and the 32 
Northren and Western states at 
28 per cent, unchanged from 
1968. The desegregation meas­ 
ure is the percentage of black 
pupils attending majority white 
schools—the traditional yard­ 
stick used by the Department 
of Health, education and Wel­ 
fare. 
Among the 30 largest school 
districts, only Southern and 
Western units became more in­ 
tegrated between 1968 and 1970.

Hartke Predicts 
Nixon Won’t 
Seek 2nd Term 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Indiana’s Sen. Vance Hartke, a 
Democrat who predicted Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson’s with­ 
drawal from the 1968 presden- 
tial race, said Friday he doesn’t 
think President Nixon will run 
next year for a second term. 
“I don’t believe he will face 
up to the electorate,” sad Hart­ 
ke as he arrived here for a 
weekend of political appear­ 
ances. 
There will be “no more strad­ 
dling the fence or ducking the 
issue by talking about ‘peace 
with honor,’ ” said Hartke. He 
said the Democrats will have 
to pick a candidate firmly com­ 
mitted to a quick end to the 
w?ar in Vietnam. 
Hartke declined to speculate 
on whether Gov. Ronald Reagan 
of California might get the GOP 
nomination if Nixon withdraws. 
“I prefer to let the Republi­ 
cans make their own mistakes,” 
he said. 
Hartke said the need for a 
quick and complete American 
withdrawal from Vietnam is un­ 
derlined by the New York 
Times’ disclosure of the report 
on how the United States be­ 
came embroiled there.

Used In Corn 


Blight Wateli 
WASHINGTON (AP) — From 
as high as 60,000 feet, cameras 
in a four-engine aircraft have 
been photographing about 45,000 
square miles in Indiana and six 
other corn belt states as part 
of the third phase of “The Corn 
Blight Watch Experiment.” 
The Watch is being conducted 
by the Agriculture Department, 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, and Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Stations 
and Extension Services of the 
seven states, in cooperation 
with Purdue University’s labo­ 
ratory for applications of re­ 
mote sensing and the University 
of Michigan’s Institute for Sci­ 
ence and Technology. 
The six other states are Ohio, 
Illinois, Missouri, Iowa, Minne­ 
sota and Nebraska. 
The high-altitude infrared and 
natural color photography will 
be done every other week 
through September. 
Major long-range goals of the 
project are: (1) Evaluate the 
capability of remote sensing to 
monitor 
development 
and 
spread of corn blight during the 
growing season across the corn 
belt; (2) Evaluate the technique 
as a means of assessing infec­ 
tion in the corn belt; (3) Evalu­ 
ate the techniques for assessing 
the status and probable impact 
on crop production by corn 
blight and other foliar stresses; 
(4) And, evaluate results for 
feasibility of application to simi­ 
lar situations occurring in the 
future.

Students Win 
Over Pollution 


PHILADELPHIA — Students 
and faculty members at the 
Philadelphia College of Art have 
come up with the answer to a 
pollution problem that has pla­ 
gued. kiln operators since the 
15th Century. 
A kiln is an insulated fire­ 
box which engenders enough 
heat to bake a clay form into 
a stone-like product. Craftsmen 
add salt to the firing process 
because the sodium in the salt 
adds a grainy, pebbly “orange 
peel” galze to the product. 
And there’s the rub. The salt- 
table variety-gives off chlorine 
gas and heavy smoke causing 
the kiln operator to suffer eye 
sting, skin irritation and labor­ 
ious breathing. The caustic chlo­ 
rine gas also is harmful to 
trees and vegetation. 
Salt firing was introduced by 
the Germans in the 15th Cen­ 
tury 
and, 
strangely 
enough, 
craftsmen through the centuries 
seemed to have resigned them­ 
selves to its hazards. 
But 
PC As 
ecology-minded 
craft students, determined to 
rid the atmosphere of the pol­ 
luting chlorine gas and smoke, 
began 
experimenting 
with 
a variety of compounds that 
contained the vital sodium. 
Finally, 
instructor 
Wayne 
Bates and James Scott, a sen­ 
ior from Levittown, Pa., came 
up with the idea of replacing 
most of the salt with ordinary 
baking soda. The result was in­ 
stant success. The baking soda, 
which also contains the essent­ 
ial sodium, did the same glaz­ 
ing job as the salt while doing 
away with the smoke and the 
chlorine gas. 
The main by-product remain­ 
ing is carbon dioxide and the 
students in the fall will began 
research on how to control that.

ing remains, and it is complete 
security on the ground—keep­ 
ing dangerous persons off air­ 
craft,” Davis said. 
Citing an example of ground 
security efforts, Davis said one 
major airline has spent $750,000 
to buy enough weapon-detec- 
tions devices to cover every 
boarding gate at every airport 
it serves. 
At a closed May 25 meeting 
»f the American Association of 
Airport Executives, he outlined 
these previously undisclosed se 
curity slips at different major 
airports: 
—Two 
teenagers 
running 
away 
from 
home 
walked 
aboard a parked jet airliner 
with plans to stow away, and 
were found asleep there. 
—An 
insurance 'investigator 
testing the effectiveness of car­ 
go security measures climbed 
aboard a parked Boeing 747 
jumbo jet, wandered about and. 
took 
pictures 
without 
being 
challenged. 
—Drunks rummaged through 
three parked 727s looking for li­ 
quor. 
—A security survey of an im­ 
portant airport in March dis­ 
closed instances of motorists 
lost on runways at night and of 
horseback 
riders, 
hunters, 
sightseers and cyclists on re 
■tricted airport roads. 
“There are a great number 
of 
airports 
in 
this 
country 
where people and vehicle» have 
open access to runway», tax- 
iways and ramps,” Davis said. 
“We are not going to close any 
airports, but we do want air­ 
ports 
to 
stop 
being 
public 
parks.”

Students’ Attitudes Changing 
Toward Business World 
MUNCIE, Ind. — A survey of 
394 students taken at Ball State 
University has revealed what 
Robert P. Bell, dean of the Col­ 
lege of Business, has described 
as a “healthier attitude" toward 
business and economic areas 
than today’s college students 
are usually given credit for. 
"We made the survey repre­ 
sentative of student thinking," 
Dean Bell explained, “by in­ 
cluding all academic areas on 
a percentage basis. Only 17 per 
cent of the respondents were 
from the College of Business. 
The findings of the study are 
reported in the current issue of 
the “Ball State Business Re­ 
view." 
Labor unions didn’t rate very 
high with two-thirds of those 
questioned. “Do you believe 
labor unions have an undesir­ 
able amount of power?" was 
one question students were ask­ 
ed. With 100 per cent respond­ 
ing, 66 per cent replied, “yes.” 
Of these, 63 per cent were men 
and 68 per cent were women. 
Thirty-seven per cent of the 
men and 32 per cent of the wom­ 
en replied, “no." 
Ball State students, for the 
most part, feel that corporation 
profits are reasonable. With 91 
per cent of the students respond­ 
ing to a question about corpora­ 
tion profits, 47 per cent (52 per

cent men and 51 per cent wom­ 
en) said they were “about 
right,” 36 per cent (36 per cent 
males and 42 per cent females) 
, said they were “too high," and 
8 per cent (12 per cent men and 
7 per cent women) thought they 
were “too low.” 
Ecological problems are the 
public’s responsibility, students 
said. Ninety-seven per cent re­ 
sponded to this topic and 53 per 
cent (54 per cent men and 56 
per cent women) thought the 
general public should take re­ 
sponsibility for solving them. 
Twenty-nine per cent (32 per 
cent men and 28 per cent wom­ 
en) would leave it up to the 
government, and 15 per cent (14 
per cent men and 17 per cent 
women) thought business should 
solve the problems. 
Fifty-six per cent of both the 
men and women respondents in­ 
dicated they believe, “The 
American culture is influenced 
in a positive manner through 
the advertising industry." An 
evenly divided 44 per cent dis­ 
agreed. 
Seventy-six per cent of the 
students (73 per cent men and 
79 per cent women) think, “The 
process of business operating 
for profit in a competitive en­ 
vironment is healthy for our na­ 
tion." Twenty-seven per cent of 
the men and 21 per cent of the 
women (a total of 24 per cent) 
disagreed. 
Most women surveyed (39 per 
cent) and most men (44 per 
cent) thought net profits of busi­ 
ness firms were in the 10 to 20 
per cent bracket. Seventeen 
per cent of the students (23 per 
cent men and 14 per cent wom­ 
en) thought net profits were 
under 10 per cent, and 39 per 
cent (33 per cent men and 47 
per cent women) thought profits 
were over 20 per cent. 
“Do you believe business has 
the right to have standards that 
might prohibit a beard or 
shoulder length hair for men?" 
brought a resounding “no” from 
64 per cent of the students. In 
this case, 69 per cent of the 
women and 58 per cent of the 
men opposed control. Thirty-five 
per cent (42 per cent of the 
men and 31 per cent of the wom­ 
en) believed business has the 
right to set such standards.

For Robert N. Meyer Jr., it’s 
the only way, since he has been 
blind since birth.
